Govt. Will Buy 
10,000,000 bbs. 
Dried Skim Milk 


ernment has decided to buy 10,- 
000,000 poate of dried skim milk 
from the Canadian industry In an 
effort to reduce a commercial 
stockpile that has doubled in the 
space of a year. 

Agricultural officlals disclosed 
Tuesday that with Canada's con- 
centrated milk industry facing a 
problem in mounting surplus pro- 
duction, federal relief will be pro- 
vided through government por- 
chase of about 50,000 barrels of 
the surplus product. Purchases will 
begin as soon as storage space can 
be ‘found. 

Under this new price - support 
measure, first of its kind since 
1949, the government will pay eight 
cents a pound for 3,000,000 pounds 
of dried skim milk produced on 
roller machines and 11% cents a 

for 7,000,000 pounds pro- 
duced through spray-machine 
methods. 

These prices are slightly below 
current market levels, but the 
market-support move may cost the 
government about $1,045,000. If ar- 
rangements can be made, the milk 
likely will be turned over to some 
international agency—probably the 
United Nations international chil- 
dren’s emergency fund. 

The federal move is,expected to 
reduce com maenelsl sockois 
which climbed to 15,600,000 pounds 
on Feb. 1. double the 500,000 on

One of 
the questions wanted to know 
how the builder planned to ar- 
range for the services. Mr. 
Ransom’s answer to that question 
was: “say no services required 
now.” 

In his appeal for Mr. Svec, Mr. 
Ransom, drew attention to the 
proposed Central Mortgage pro- 
ject right across the highway. 
“The town swallowed a whole big 
contract,” he commented, “now 
they won't swallow 20 lots.” He 
said that Mr. Svec was a Tren- 
ton man, who had to live with 
the people of Trenton while Cen+ 
tral Mortgage usually brought in 
strangers to do thelr building. He 
sighted trouble Belleville had 
with housing sub-divisions built 
by outside contractors who left 
town after they finished the job.

Problems which frequently 
face dry cleaners were discussed 
at a meeting of the Dry Cleaners 
Institute, Bay of Quinte divis- 
jon, by general manager of the 
Ontario Dry Cleaners Institute, 

The meet- 
ing was held in Lattimer’s Town 
Room Wednesday night. 

Mr. Currle attacked the qual- 
ity of several fabrics on the mar- 
ket today which he described as 
“simply junk”, and as, “not re- 
sponding satisfactorily to dry 
cleaning processes." 

Paying particular attention to 
fabrics such as regenerative tex- 
tiles, including acetate rayons and 
hammered satins, thé speaker 


doubtful materials before accept- 
ing them for cleaning or process- 


ing. 

“Test all taffeta by means of 
the application of water to expos- 
” the general manager 
advised. “Simply apply ‘a little

Two opposition members, Albert

The labor department's estimates 
included money to cover increa- 
ses in pensions for widows to $75 
from $50 a month, and for children 
whose fathers were killed in such 
accidents to $25 from $12, 

“We could do something,” Mr. 
Thomas said. ‘The suffering they 
have undergone started when their 
husbands died. Let’s assess the em- 
Ployers for accidents going hack 
two or three years—and farther 
back we can take it out of the 
consolidated revenue fund.” 

“This government’s buoyant rev- 
enues make it possible to help the 
widows whose husbands helped 
make this prosperity possible,” 
Mr. Wren said. ‘Until this is done, 
despite everything else the govern 
ment has managed, it remains a 
blight on the labor department.”

Those who have been concern~ 
ed with the merits ang demerits 
of teaching the classical lan-

But the 
current suggestion is made that a 
knowledge of Russian is now

of more value than formerly, 
because things Russian are now 
matters of vital importance to 
all of us, whether or not we like 
the fact.

A Poor Merchant 


The second witness was Isaac 
ben Marath, a good man from 
King David Street, a poor mer- 
chant in beans and barley but 
one who, nevertheless, gave up 
his tithes to the Temple three 
times a year. 

“Well, Isaac ben Marath,” be- 
gan Caiphas, “tell us what were 
the words you heard spoken by 
this man?”

Fresh from winning their fifth straight National Hockey 
League championship, something no other club has ever done 
before, Detroit Red Wings, defending Stanley Cup holders, are 
making,a bid for their sixth Stanley Cup.

tured the Cup in the minimum number of games. The Wings 
copped the Cup in eight consecutive games, downing Toronto 
in the semi-finals and Montreal in the finals, each in four 
straight. . The Wicgs won the Cup in 1936, 1937, 1943, 1950 and 
1932. The 1953 playoffs mark Détroit's 14th, straight appear. 
ance in Stanley Cup play. No other club can equal this re- 
cord for the last 14 years. This is Tommy Ivan's sixth play- 
: off series in as many yearé as Detroit coach. During that time 
the Wings were Cup winners twice and finalists thrice. Ivan 
piloted the 1950 and 1952 Stanley Cup winners, while Jack 
‘Adams, who managed all five Cup champions, also coached 

the 1936, 1937 and 1943 winners.

The disastrous storms and floods in Britain and the 


Times to recall the “dreadful tempest” in 1703—quite the 
worst disaster in British history. 

“No natural disaster before or since,” says the Times, 
“had struck so nearly a mortal blow at Britain.” It be- 
gan in the darkness of a late November night with a new 
incon and a prodigious tide. The tide was “a mercy for 
which the A ty had deep reason to be thankful. It 
saved many vessels which would otherwise have been driv- 
en on sandbanks and destroyed. 

As it was, 1,500 seamen, fifteen men-of-war, and sev- 
eral hundred craft of the merchant service were lost. The 
great ships, being well provided with anchors and cables, 
“rid it out, though in great extremity, expecting death 
every minute.” 

This was a tempest, says the Times, and those ashore 
knew it. “Evelyn lamented that Wotton was ‘Wood 
Town no longer’ His trees lay like whole regiments fall- 
en in battle. Two thousand fell on his land and four 
thousand oaks in the New Forest Cranbourne Chase and 
the Forest of Dean were fellow sufferers. Elms, includ- 
ing some said to have been planted by Wolsey jn St. James’ 
Park, were flattened all over the country.” 

Eddystone Lighthouse was swept off its rock with the 
man who had devised it and its crew. The Registrar of 
Eton, who was sleeping in a garret near Ludgate Hill, knew 
nothing of the storm until he found himself lying in his 
bed in the open street. Church steeples went down like 
ninepins. ing’s College ses te lost some of its pin- 
nacles. Cattle some twenty miles from the sea could not 
eat the grass that had got too strongly salted. 

So great was the disaster, says the Times, that “Par-

As a dairy farmer, I greatly 
appreciated the letter in your 
column under the heading, 
“Dairy. Industry Needs Support,” 
and written by C.E.F. of Toronto. 
In a few interesting paragraphs 
this city resident not only dis- 
played knowledge that the na- 
tion’s dairy industry was far 
from economically sound; he also 
pointed out that the time was 
ripe for positive action by our 
political authorities to come up 
with remedial measures etc, 

I fee] that Canada's Minlster 
of Agriculture the Honorable J. 
Gardiner, is creating a seriously 
wrong impression when the 
nation’s press carries statements 
in which he states that farmers 
had the highest gross income last 
year in our nation’s history and 
this with the least necessary 
work. 

What would a board of direct- 
ors of any company in this city 
think of its financial statement 
if the company’s treasurer called 
the gross receipts the net Yn- 
come? 

T ask this absurd question to 
submit to your consideration that 
agriculture’s total gross income 
bears no more relation to its net 
returns than does the normal re- 
lation of gross receipts and net 
income in any other business 
enterprise. 

All readers will accept as facts 
that Cancda has practically lost 
the great cheese export in 
with the U.K., has lost bacon 
markets with the U.K.;~faces an 
embargo on Canadian-mil& pro-

US Marines Regain |(OMMONS PASSES 


SPECIAL POWERS 
ACT EXTENSION 


All Opposition Parties 
Oppose Passage 


OTTAWA (CP) — The govern- 
ment's controversial measure to 
extend its emergency powers for 
a year has been given third and 
final reading by the Commons and 
now goes to the Senate for ratifi- 
cation, 

After hearing criticism of the 
move from opposition groups, 
members Thursday night voted 107 
to 50 to adopt the bill extending 
the Emergency Powers Act from 
next May 31 until the same date 
next year. All opposition parties 

posed passage. 
orrhe vote came after Prime Min- 
ister St. Laurent said the provi- 
sions of the bill, which gives the 
cabinet wide authority to act with- 
out consulling Parliament, are as 
necessary for security as Canada’s 
defence program. 

Measure Criticized 


George Drew, Progressive Con- 
servative leader, and M. J. Cold- 
well, CCF leader, were among 
those criticizing the measure 
Thursday. Earlier, it had been 
criticized by Solon Low, Social 
Credit leader. 

Just before passage of the bill, 
the government accepted a last- 
minute amendment suggested by 
the progressive Conservatives. 
This removed a provision for con- 
tinuance beyond May 31, 1954, 
merely by an address to the two 
Houses of Parliament. 

Mr. St. Laurent said he hopes 
the emergency powers will never 
be used, just as it was hoped the 
Western powers’ forces in Europe 
will never be used. But the gov- 
ernment felt that, for the security 
of Canada, it should have powers 
to act promptly. 

Deals With One Order 

Dealing with the one secret 
order passed under the act—and 
which has come under opposition 
fire—Mr, St. Laurent said it was 
passed in July, 1951, and dealt 
with combined security action with 
Canada’s NATO partners. 

He said it must continue in 
force for the security of Canada 
and her associates, and he offered 
fo show it to opposition party 
leaders. But he did not think they 
would want to see it, 

Without the secret order, the 
prime minister said, there would 
have been a gap in arrangements 
for common security. It had en- 
abled Canada to do what “‘all the 
governments of the NATO coun- 
tries are doing, and we have been 
doing it to their satisfaction and 
our own.”” 

Mr. St. Laurent said he does not 
like secret orders. But there were 
times when distasteful action must 
be taken, 

Mr. Drew said his party has 
opposed emergency powers in the 
past and will continue to do so. 
It did not think the legislation was 
needed because any necessary 
power was contained in other acts. 

Under the proposed measure, he 
said, funds could be set up and 
money spent without reference to 
Parliament, Arrests could be made 
for contravention of orders made 
under the legislation. 

The current situation could not 
be compared with that of 1951, 
when the act first was passed. The 
present situation might last a life- 
time and the government should 
make long-term plans to preserve 
the rights of Parliament.

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Smallest Deficit in History 
Of Hospital Shown in Report 
Given at Annual Meeting - 


The Belleville General Hos- 
pital operated at the smallest 
deficit -in the history of the 
hospital during the year 1952, it 
was revealed at the annual meet- 
ing of the hospital held in ‘the 
Ritchie Memorial ‘Residence 
Friday evening.” Chairman of 
the finance committee, Frank 
Domenico, in his report pointed 
out the net loss amounted to 
$17,871:76 against 1951's loss of 
$55,303.12, 

Revenue received from pat- 
jents during the past year totaled 
$748,228.70. The amount of gov- 
ernment grants was $47,323.11 
ang the provision for bad debts 
was $24,528.55 giving a total re- 
venue for 1952 of $773,951.88. 
This figure also included other 
revenues too numerous to men- 
tfon. The total expenditures 
were $791,823.64 combined with 
the revenues explains the deficit 
for the past year. : 
Fewer Major Operations 

Dr. J. H. Forrester, president 
of the medical association in 
1952, noted there were 251 fewer 
major operations in .1952, 156 
fewer minor operations and 56 
fewer live births during the 
year. Dr, Forrester, in analyzing 
this shift, suggested the decrease 
in surgery is due to the increas- 
ing volume of surgical work 
being done in Trenton Memorial 
Hospital and to the absence of 
Dr. G. H. Stobie from the surgi- 
cal staff. 

Continuing the medical report, 
the doctor pointed’.out, “The 
building up of the intern service, 
both graduate and undergrad- 
uate was a notable achievement 
in 1952.” He said, “We find it has 
been’ mutually satisfactory . to 
both the Intern and medical staff 
and has filled a great gap in the 
organization.” 

19,032 Patient Days 


Patient days at the hospital, 
inciuding adults and children, 
private and semi-private, num- 
bered 19,023. In the public ward 
the number was 36,861 and the 
patient. days for newborn infants 
was 6,665 for a total of 62,549.

Miss Margaret Peart, director 
of nursing, pointed out in her 
report that there is a problem 
existing of too few registered, 
graduate nurses, She noted that 
a raise for the nurses, which be- 
came effective the first of this 
year, was given. She also said 
that a numbor of married nurses 
in the city had co-operated in 
assisting with part time work 
during the acute shortage of nur- 
sing staff. 

Miss Madeline Millard, science 
instructor in the school of nurs- 
ing, presented the school of nure 
sing report. Miss Millard des- 
cribed the various courses which 
the students are engaged upon. 
She made a number of recom- 
mendations which she felt would 
be of benefit to the existing cur- 
riculum. The instructor also 
listeqd the Inspector of Nursing 
Schools’ recommendations. 
Noted Improvements 

Miss Millard noted the im- 
provements made in the teach- 
ing department and also pointed 
out some of the drawbacks. In 
closing, Miss Millard quoted the 
inspector's words: “This school vf 
nursing is one of the foremost 
in the middle sized group of hos- 
pitals in Ontario, from an edu- 
cational standpoint.” 

Quoting directly from the 
chairman's report. J. N. Yanov- 
er: “In view of the rising costs 
it is extremely difficult to oper- 
ate this institution on a self-sup- 

‘porting basis. The cost of car- 
ing for indigent patients is a tre- 
mendous load. I will dwelt 
briefly on the financial operation 
of the hospital.”

Ordinarily the idea of freedom is not associated with 
the German people in the minds of those whose countries 
have so recently had to settle with Nazism and a genera- 
‘tion earlier with Prussian militarism. This thought 
struck us when we noted a tribute to Berlin in the Chris- 
tian Science Monitor. 

Berlin, the Monitor reminds us, is today an island in 
a new Red Sea and the recent visit to New York of its 
mayor, Ernst Reuter, was a ‘visible reminder that no man, 
no nation, no city is an island ‘entire of itself’ but each in 
John. Donne's famous words, ‘a piece of the continent, a 
part of the main’.” _ 

“And ‘it 1s, of course, true that Berlin’s stand against 
the closest and constant intimidation of Communism is 
one with the free world’s stand. Nowhere is the heroic 
‘will to resist more evident. Under the daily pounding of 
the Red sea, which could wash over them almost in al 
matter of moments, the leaders of West Berlin have taken 
their stand. And they have maintained it courageously 
knowing that they are doomed to instant liquidation if the 
Red tide should ever flow in. 

Mayor Reuter’s visit to the United States is to seek 
aid for the stupendous refugee problem which has devel- 
oped in his city. To the thousands of escapees pouring 
ph Aired into the city from behind the Iron Curtain, Ber- 
lin is freedom. Caring for these people in addition to 
the many thousands of native citizens who are unemploy- 
ed, has become a staggering burden.

ROME (AP)—Club-wiclding po- 
lice smashed Communist riots 
along the length of the Italian 
peninsula Monday. 

Thousands of demonstrators, in- 
cluding 1,000 in Rome alone, were 
taken into custody in new riots 
Monday night, Scores were injured. 
But there was only one reported 
fatality—a policeman killed when 
his. riot jeep overturned en route 
to a demonstration. 

Angry Communists resorted to 
violence after their calls for a 24 
hour general strike, in protest 
against Premier Alcide de Gas- 
peri's new law designed to keep 
his government in power, had 
largely failed. 

The Jaw, passed during a bitter

The fire committee, not 
seeing the way clear to purchase 
both pieces of equipment thts 
year, recommended the purchase 
of the panel truck but two weeks 
ago this was turned back by the 
council for further consideration. 

At that time it was asked if 
it had been decided not to pur- 
chase the pumper this year. The 
{dea was that if the pumper was 
needed its purchase should take 
precedence over the panel truck. 


No Mention Made of Pumper 


Again yesterday the fire com- 
mittee brought in a recommenda- 
tion for the purchase of a small- 
er type panel truck but still no 
mention was made of the addi- 
tional pumper . 

Ald. Charles L, Hyde, as chair- 
man of the finance committee, 
noted there was nd money in this 
year’s budget for the purchase of 
a panel truck and said the ten- 
dered price of $3,282 was too 
small to debenture separately.

To Hear Ontario Director

Collegiate Auditorlum for the 
first civil defence mass meeting 
ever held in Belleville last night 
was warned that, in the event of 
war, not all national defence 
should be concentrated against 
the atom bomb. 

The man who gave this warn- 
ing was Major J. A, Adams, civil 
defence director for Ontario. He 
was introduced by Dr. R. T. Pot- 
ter, civil defence co-ordinator for 
Belleville. 

“We must not underestimate 
the value of all weapons used in 
the Second World War,” Major 
Adams declared. The aerial 
bombs of that era Including in- 
c.ndiary bombs, could be mass 
produced and cause great havoc. 
That fact remains a fact.” 

The’ atom bomb, the speaker 
explained, is extremely expen- 
sive to produce and requires ma- 
terials that are in fairly short 
supply. 

“You may be sure,” he told his 
audience, “that any community 
that is hit by an atom bomb is 
of great militayr value.” 

Special Targets : 

Pointing to such Ontario-cen- 
tres as Toronto, Hamilton, Ot- 
tawa, Niagara Falls, Welland, 
Sarnia, Sudbury and Sault Ste. 
Marie as the most likely victims 
of atomic attack, Major Adams 
stresseq the need for the setting 
up‘of organizations all‘ around 
these areas to ald in such a 
calamity. 

“No community in Ontario,” 
he said, “possesses resources of 
{ts own capable of surrounding 
and containing the results that 
would occur from an atomic at- 
tack. It is necessary, therefore, 
that every community in the 
province be in a position to give 
mobile ang immediate support to 
any centre singled out for bomb- 
ing.” E
